Fishing Tourney To Attract Many Anglers 


T h e 
1960 P e n n s y l v a n i a 
championship of sports fishing 
is to be decided this week end 
in the stretch of the Allegheny 
River along the banks of the small 
riv er community of Tidioute. The 
Chamber of Commerce met there 
last 
evening 
to 
make 
final 
preparations for two big days of 
fishing Saturday and Sunday. T o ­ 
m orrow morning, 
shortly after 
the fog has cl e a r e d the river, 
which has generally been around 
8 a.m., hundreds of anglers will 
invade the Allegheny between the 
Irvine and West Hickory bridges. 
Reports of catches must be turned 
into the official weighing station 
at the Tidioute Water Co. be­ 
fore 10:30 p.m. 
Sunday’s fishing will be done 
by finalists selected after com­ 
petition the previous day. Pounds 
and ounces of the catches will 
decide which fishermen a re eligi­ 
ble to compete Sunday, but points 
will be distributed according to 
the prize species to determine the 
Pennsylvania champion in Sun­ 
day's fishing. 
Contestants and referees will 
enter the Allegheny at the Wild­ 
wood 
resort, 
and 
will 
be 
permitted to fish south to Big­ 
gins Eddy, a stretch of water a - 
bout 
eight 
miles 
long. 
The 
original course covers nearly a 
30-mile section of the riv e r.The 
Pennsylvania Fish Commission 
will patrol the course both days. 
The point d i s t r i b u t i o n for 
the prize species toward the state 
honors are as follows: 
B l a c k 
Bass, two points; Walleyed pike, 
four points; Northern pike, fifteen 
points; and Muskellunge, twenty 
points. 
The 
angler 
who 
a c ­ 
cumulates the most total points 
will gain the Pennsylvania State 
Championship and the right to 
compete in the World Series of 
Sports Fishing at Houghton Lake, 
Mich., Oct. 15-24. 


The top fisher of the eight 
finalists will receive the Scott 


Outboard Motor Co. trophy from 
Tidioute Burgess Elm er P e te r­ 
son at 3:30 p.m. Sunday. 
The 
trophy stands 21-3/4 inches high, 
and will be a coveted award for 
the fishing efforts of some lucky 
Pennsylvanian. 
Judges have announced that in 
the event of a tie, a fish-off 
or sudden death affair will be 
held. 
All referees will carry 
a set of the Pennsylvania fish 
laws and a measuring stick to 
avert any problems. 
At last evening’s meeting it 


was announced that prizes would 
also be awarded for the la r ­ 
gest carp and bullhead catches 
as well as many other special 
awards. 
For the enjoyment of con­ 
testants and sight-seers, music 
and the World Series game will 
be 
broadcast 
in the Tidioute 
boro streets. 
You need not register to com­

Saturday, 
but 
the 
state 
champion 
has 
to be a Penn­ 
sylvania resident. We wish all of 
you the best of fishing.

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ONLY THE FIRST WAVE 


By Walter Lippmann 


It is too early to be sure, but 
there are signs that the first 
wave of Mr. K.’s diplomatic of­ 
fensive has passed its crest. 
There is no doubt that there will 
be a second wave but it may be 
that it w i l l not come immediately, 
and that there will be an interval 
of comparative quiet in which to 
assess the situation. 


If this proves to be correct, 
we can say that while Mr, K. 
has failed to conquer or to wreck 
the U. N., he has stageda power­ 
ful and significant demonstration 
against the status quo. His cam­ 
paign is not over. Indeed it is 
just launched. And there is no 
time to be wasted in preparing 
our minds and our policies for 
the long conflict of which we have 
seen only the befinning. 


* * * 
On Monday, 
in the most 
revealing of all his speeches at 
the U. N. , Mr. K. made clear 
what is behind the uproar he has 
been creating. It is that "the 
structure of the United Nations 
bodies," which was "norm al," 
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fifteen years ago, " is now out of 
date." 
In 1945, when the U. N. was 
founded, the assumption was that 
the U. N, would be led by the 
five 
victorious big powers in 
World War II, that is to say by 
the Soviet Union, 
Kuomintang 
China, Great Britain, France, and 
the United States. Since 1945 the 
Soviet Union has become a very 
great power, Kuomintang China 
has 
collapsed on the Chinese 
mainland, and a billion people, 
formerly 
under colonial rule, 
have become independent. 
The U. N„ he asserts, re ­ 
flects the power structure of the 
world in 1945 and not the power 
structure of the world today. His 
grievance is t h a t the Security 
Council and in the Secretariat, 
the new powers that have risen 
since 1945 are not fairly repre­ 
sented. His object is to reform the 
U. N. — or more specifically 
to reform the Security Council 
and the Secretariat — in order 
that they may reflect the facts 
which are, he asserts, that "not 
only law and justice BUT FORCE 
TOO is on the side of "the Com­ 
munist orbit and the neutrals. 
The United States and its Western 
allies are, he asserts, still pre­ 
ponderant in the U. N. But they 
are no longer preponderant in the 
world. 
Once again, as in his torrent 
of insults after the U-2, M r. K. 
has overplayed his hand and has 
played 
it 
badly. 
For he has 
directed the brunt of his assault 
not at the undoubted weaknesses 
of the U. N. structure but at its 
strongest and most progressive 
and most inspiring success. This 
is the emergence of the office of 
Secretary General 
under Mr. 
H a m m a r s k j o l d ' s b r i l l i a n t 
direction as an indispensible pro­ 
tector of the peace among small 
nations. 
Mr Hammarskjold is not out 
of date but the composition of 
the Security Council is out of 
date. The bloc voting in which we 
have had so conspicuous a part 
has been abused in such m atters 
as the Chinese representation, 
the election to the Presidency of 
the General Assembly, and the 
e l e c t i o n 
of 
non-permanent 
members to the Security Council. 
But there is room for negotia­ 
tion and for reform. But what is 
not negotiable is the one thing 
that 
Mr. K. 
has made the 
move of — his proposal to a- 
bolish the Secretary General and 
to replace him by an inherenly 
discordant committee. 


* * * 
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Mr. K.’s mistake has been to 
attack the U. N. where it is least 
vulnerable, 
and because of that 
his support in the Assembly is 
small. 
He has in fact been re ­ 
pulsed, and apparently he knows 
it. For he is not pressing his 
demand 
about 
the Secretary 
General. 
But, if we care about the future 
let us not think that M r. K.’s 
mistake has been our success. 
Let us not sink into torpor and 
c o m p l a c e n c e 
until 
M r. K. 
launches, as he surely will, the 
next wave of his campaign. The 
uproar in the General Assembly 
which evoked more sympathy a- 
mong 
the delegates than they 
found it useful or expedient to 
acknowledge, should be treated as 
an alarm bell. It should warn 
us 
that 
the old A m e r i c a n 
hegemony, of which Mr. Lodge 
loves to boast, is about over. 
The time is now at hand when 
a statesmanlike reform of the 
U. N. will be imperative. The 
hurricane which M r. K. brought 
to New York has not blown the 
roof off the house. But we had 
better men d the roof. For the 
storm is not over.

WHAT WILL WE NAME IT? 


With the public speakers doing 
their roadwork in preparation 
for their share of the vocal gym­ 
nastics that will be a part of de­ 
dication activities at the site of 
the dam above Warren, and even 
Dr. Morgan momentarily silenc­ 
ed, perhaps we should be train­ 
ing our sights on the nameplate 
which must be spiked into some 
portion of the cement about to 
be poured. 
This area has been 
calling it the Kinzua dam for 
twenty-two years, not out of con­ 
sideration for the community a- 
bout to be obliterated but because 
the "place of many fishes" is 
the closest town. 
We are not sure that Kinzua 
is the right name for the dam, 
though we believe it is a good 
choice in view of the part play­ 
ed by the settlers who founded 
the community in 1821, five years 
after the first white man mov^d 
in. 
We do object to it being 
called Kinzwah as some misin­ 
formed linguists would pervert 
it. If we must go back to the 
Revolution, the name is Kenque, 
and you don't hardly find no "z M 
a’tall. 
Some propose to call it the 
Complanter dam, and we have 
tried this out for size on a 
few occasions just to test re­ 
action*. 
The only response up 
to this moment is in the form 
of objections. 


We think we have an' answer 
which will do honor to all the 
deserving. 
Why not call it the 
Kinzua dam in memory of the 
early settlers who forged a civili­ 
zation in this area, and remember 
the great chief who easedtheway 
for progress by namingthe resul­ 
tant lake after him. 


It would be the Kinzua dam and 
the Complanter lake, or reser­ 
voir. 
No use asking to hear fro rn you. 
We will!

PENNSYLVANIA PREJUDICE 
Don't get your nose sighted in 
too strongly on the South and its 
narrow approach to the color 
problem. 
Pennsylvania finds it 
necessary to have a Fair Em­ 
ployment Practice Commission, 
and it has cases to handle. One 
steel mill employed six Negroes 
and seventeen others were given 
equal consideration as the re­ 
sult of complaints filed with the 
Commission. 


Investigation in this case re­ 
vealed that twenty-three Negro 
applications had been marked or 
grouped according to race. 
A 
study showed that all of the Ne­ 
gro applicants had technical and 
mechanical qualifications equal 
to or superior to many of the 
white applicants who were em­ 
ployed following the date of the 
Negro applications. 
The steel mill now has agreed 
to cease m arking applications ac­ 
cording to race. 
In another case a Negro woman 
was employed by a glass products 
company, its first, after the Com­ 
mission learned it had been re­ 
fusing to employ "colored" per­ 
sons. Eighteen agencies were or­ 
dered to stop processing job or­ 
ders on the basis of age. 


The Commission also cracked 
down on three school districts 
which used teacher application 
forms containing illegal inquire 
ies. 


The airlines in Pennsylvania 
also have been under the eye of 
our Commission. 
Though they 
claim they do not consider appli­ 
cants on any basis other than 
m erit, no Negroes are employed 
among the 823 people working in 
the sales departments. 
There 
are sixty-nine among the 1,026 
employes of the operations de­ 
partments, but sixty-two of these 
are members of all-Negro porter 
units at two airports. 
We can go on in greater detail, 
but most of us need go no further 
than ourselves to know that pre­ 
judice is prevalent far north of 
Dixie. 
They are just more hon­ 
est about it. 
* * * 


OFF TO CIVIL WAR AGAIN? 
There is an apparent major 
effort to make much of the Civil 
War Centennial next year. Those 
who constantly stew up a steam 
over Civil War memories and all 
objects and areas that descend 
from the actions of that tragic 
event seem to be perpetuating 
something that is best forgotten. 


Why men fought in the Civil 
War perhaps might be eulogized 
but we find nothing about that 
conflict that enamors us. There 
certainly was a better way to 
free slaves, and the result was 
far from successful, as a look 
around these one hundred years 
later will reveal. 


We have been fighting the war 
ever since it was supposedly 
finished, and the mo st controver­ 
sial plank in the platform of a 
major party which now is engaged 
in a battle for the presidency is 
claimed to be too strong by many 
and the South at this late date 
is threatening to walk out of its 
party if it insists on fully "free­ 
ing the slaves".

It was a bloody, unnecessary 
war, matching the two halves of 
an allegedly civilized, nation to­ 
gether in a series of brutal bat­ 
tles.

If there is any memory to be 
empahsized as a theme for such 
a centennial ovservance it should 
emphasized as a theme for such 
a centennial observance it should 
be the senseless characteristic of 
war and the depth to which men 
can stoop even in a civilized 
nation if they do not make every 
effort to settle their differences 
in peace.

WASHINGTON. — In every na­ 
tional campaign bogeymen are 
trotted out well in advance of 
Halloween to try to scare the 
voters out of whatever wits they 
may have left after the barrage of 
oratory. 
As everything is this 
campaign is low in key—some­ 
times so low as to be almost 
inaudible--so 'he bogeymen are 
hardly up to past standards. 


Vice-President 
Ni xon 
has 
again and again said that the 
Democratic party is no longer the 
party of Thomas Jefferson. 
It 
has been captured, the Vice- 
President tells his audiences, by 
Schlesinger, 
G a l b r a i t h and 
Bowles. 


Except for Chester Bowles, 
head of price administration at 
the end of the war, former Am­ 
bassador to India and Congress- 
m an 
from Connecticut, it is 
doubtful that mo st of his listeners 
know who the other two are. That 
is a measure of how hard pressed 
is a measure of how hardpressed 
the Republican campaigners are 
for 
r e a l l y 
authentic flesh- 
creepers. 


Arthur Schlesinger Jr. is a 
professor of history at Harvard 
who must surely be one of the 
most prolific authors since An­ 
thony Trollope in the last cen­ 
tury brought out his political 
novels in an unending stream. 
Besides the latest addition to his 
history of the Roosevelt era, 
"The 
Politics of Upheaval." 
Schlesinger has just brought out 
what the critics are saying is a 
cogent piece of political pamph­ 
leteering, "Kennedy or Nixon: 
Does It Make Any D ifference?" 
It is a tract in refutation of the 
thesis that the two Presidentail 


candidates are much alike, two 
cool cats, and so the voter would 
be well-advised to pick the man 
wi t h 
the greater experience, 
Nixon. 


Galbraith is a professor of eco­ 
nomics at Harvard wIkj happens 
to write in his field not in the 
conventional jargon of the eco­ 
nomist but in the language that 
the average layman can under­ 
stand. 
That is one reason his 
book, 
"The Affluent Society" 
stayed on the best-seller list 
so long. 
Galbraith sought in 
that book to puncture sometime- 
worn myths about the American 
consumer and the needs, public 
and private, of a society that pro­ 
duces such wealth of gadgetry. 
As for Bowles, he made a 
f o r t u n e 
in partnership with 
William Benton in the advertis­ 
ing business and then, 30 years 
ago, at an early age retired, as 
did Benton, to devote himself to 
public office and public causes. 
He has been one of the chief 
propagandists for a large-scale 
program of foreign aid and tech­ 
nical assistance to the under­ 
developed countries. 
As Am­ 
bassador to India he helped to 
dramatize the needs of that coun­ 
try in pushing forward with plans 
for industrialization. 
What gives those with even 
a little inside knowledge of the 
Kennedy campaign a much-need­ 
ed laugh is the charge that these 
men have "captured" the Demo­ 
cratic party. The continuing and 
persistent complaint of many of 
the large stable of brain-trusters 
recruited both before and after 
the convention in Los Angeles 
is that they have no access to the 
candidate. 
The memoranda and 
speech drafts they prepare fall 
on barren ground, far short of 
the eye of the storm in which 
Senator Kennedy travels. 
This 
may be a major defect in the 
kennedy campaign organization. 


For many Democrats in the 
liberal-labor wing of the party 
the chief bogeyman is Senator 


B a r r y 
Goldwater of Arizona. 
Goldwater is an old-fashioned 
ultra-conservative with modem 
improvements. 
He has inde­ 
fatigable energy and a highly 
effective campaign technique. As 
one of the leading proponents of 
right-to-work laws, adopted by 
Arizona and many other states, 
he is anathema to organized la­ 
bor. 


His service to Nixon is, above 
all, in saying in the South to 
conservative Southerners what 
Nixon cannot say — that states’ 
rights are all important and that 
the Federal government has no 
business messing around in such 
local matters as segregation of 
the races. 
But aside from the 
sharp ideological differences it 
is hard to magnify him into a 
truly impressive flesh-creeper. 
Schlesinger and Galbraith are 
intellectuals, and if intellect is 
to be stigmatized then perhaps 
they qualify. Schlesinger is often 
attacked for his role as one of 
the leaders of Americans for 
Democratic action. 
But since 
little is heard of ADA in this 
campaign, with it" influence in 
the Democratic r rty relatively 
unimportant, this 'an hardly be 
cited as a major iniquity. More­ 
over, Kennedy has clearly iden­ 
tified himself as a New Dealer. 


The campaign still has five 
weeks to run. 
It may be that 
as Halloween draws near the old 
ghosts and the familiar skele­ 
tons will once again be taken out 
of the closet. 
But the religious 
issue in its cruder manifestation 
— a visit by the Pope to set 
up headquarters in Washington in 
anticipation of K ennedy’s election 
— has so plainly backfired that 
the spook specialists may hesi­ 
tate. 
This is to be devoutly 
hoped for. 
It is enough to have 
Nikita Khrushchev playing alter­ 
nately clown and ogre.

ENROUTE WITH KENNEDY 
In the Kennedy campaign s a ­ 
fari, the bouyancy, the optimism, 
the sense of being on a rising 
curve, are now so strong that 
they are all but tangible. 
Maybe Sen. Kennedy and his 
people are deluding themselves. 
Maybe the Senator will fall flat 
on his face in the next television 
debate, although he looks as su re ­ 
footed as a clam ors. But the at­ 
mosphere of a campaign entour­ 
age is always a meaningful fact. 
(Who can forget the significantly 
dank confusion around Adlai Ste­ 
venson in 1956?) So this new Ken­ 
nedy atmosphere is at least worth 
recording. 
This phase dates from before 
the first television debate—it be­ 
gan with Kennedy’s triumphant 
reception in Cleveland, just be­ 
fore he went to Chicago. But the 
aftermath of the debate has in­ 
creased the bouyanc), and it has 
also increased the warmth of the 
candidate’s w e l c o m e by the 
crouds who turn out for him. 
The crouds themselves have 
something to do with the buoy­ 
ancy. One does not want to exag­ 
gerate. A lot of people in these 
Kennedy crowds would turn out 
for any Democrat. 
More would 


for any Democrat. More would 
turn out for any passing show. 
Yet you cannot doubt, all the 
same, that Kennedy has somehow 
captured the 
imaginations 
of 
enormous numbers of die A m er­ 
ican people. 
The “ jum pers,’- as the re ­ 
porters on the safari call the 
young girls who leap up and down 
in groups at Kennedy’a approach 
a re the odd phenomenon in them ­ 
selves. More rem arkable still 
a re the “ touchers,’’ the very con­ 
siderable 
numbers 
of people, 
grown up, hard-working people, 
who long to touch the candidate, 
as though he were imbued with 
some sort of valuable, tra n s­ 
ferable personal magic or private 
electricity. 
One outwardly serious, sen­ 
sible looking old lady was even 
heard shrieking to a friend, “ I 
can’t get near enough. I’ll touch 
you and you touch him fo rm e " — 
as though a current would thus 
flow from Kennedy through her 
friend to herself. 
Some kind of current does seem 
to flow, some sort of exchange 
does seem to take place between 
Kennedy and tile tens of thousands 
who daily come to see and hear 
him. The effect is most astonish­ 
ing in one of the big amphitheaters 
like the one in I libbing..Minnesota, 
where Kennedy had an audience of 
12,OOO in a town of 16,000. 
The great covemous space is 
filled, filled to the rafters, with 
people. The crowd is not o r ­ 
namented, so to say, with ban­ 
ners, stream ers and the like, for 
the Democrats are short of cash 
and have no dollars to spend for 
trimmings. The space, the crowd, 
the inevitable bands, the empty 
platform —that is all there is to it. 
The lesser politicians file in 
first. There is an opening speech 
or two — sometimes a more skil­ 
ful speech than the main speech 
yet to come. Then through a side 
door, with aides flanking him to 
a d d off the *‘ touchers’ ’ who surge

forward, Kennedy quietly enters. 
The 
instantaneous result is a 
thunder of cheers and you find 
yourself wondering what there is 
in this tall youthful-looking man 
with the shock of hair and the 
half-em barrassed smile to make 
him a m aster of men. 
What follows is m ore curious 
still. Voice training has cured 
Kennedy of his form er habit of 
speaking in a sustained unvary­ 
ing shout. The new low er-pitched, 
m ore variable Kennedy voice is 
not agreeable anymore than the 
sound of bagpipes is agreeable, 
but like bagpipes, it can stir the 
blood. 
Standing rigidly erect, 
rarely smiling, even m ore rarely 
gesturing, with deadly serious­ 
ness, with little changeof rhythm, 
w ith no pauses to invite applause, 
Kennedy speaks in this near, still

voice. 


The speech is suited to the oc­ 
casion and the audience. The con­ 
struction is often 
disjointed. 
T here are repetitions and some­ 
tim es there 
are 
blunders 
of 
phrasing. But the language is 
elevated, even literary', for this 
man is something of an artist with 
wordsf who has envolveda speak­ 
ing style as personal as Adlai 
Stevenson’s, 
and vastly 
more 
masculine. 
The themes, by now, are all 
fam iliar. The promise of more 
generous welfare m easures, the 
emphasis on the need for growth 
at home, the stem insistence on 
the need for greater power abroad 
--these notes 
that 
Kennedy 
strikes are standardised by now. 
U n d e r l y i n g the p u b l i c i z e d 
themes, however, there are other 
things that have received less 
attention. 
There is an intense 
sense of this particular moment 
in history. There is a somber e s­ 
tim ate of history’s p o s s i b l e 
movement. 
And there is a des­ 
perate urgency about the m eas­ 
ures to assure a decent future. 


“ These are 
somber tim es,” 
he says, and there is no doubt 
he means it. The very fact that 
he means it combines with his 
visible, 
almost overly-visible, 


confidence in his own power to 
find a safe way through. It is 
this combination that moves the 
crowds, and makes the old women 
want to touch him. 
It is a curious way to run for 
the Presidency and it may well 
not be a successful way. But it is 
interesting to w'atch.

Short winter! 
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A new all-tim e high in the 
nation’s mail volume was reach­ 
ed during Fiscal Year 1960 end­ 
ing June 30, which continued the 
steady upward trend of the past 
seven years at a rate which even 
exceeds the population growth, 
according to advance information 
from the Annual Report of the 
Post Office Department which 
has been made available to Post­ 
m aster Knabenshue. 


Although subject to last minute 
revisions, the year’s total has 
been estimated as 63.6 billion 
pieces of mail which includes 
about one billion pieces of par­ 
cel post. 
It was stated that 
this would mean an increase of 
nearly 25 per cent over the 
corresponding figures for 1953 
when the annual volume was 50.9 
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billion pieces. 
During this same period, it 
was pointed out, the revenue of 
the Department also has shown 
an im pressive gain with an in­ 
crease from $2,091,714,000 in 
Fiscal Year 1953 to $3,276,800, 
OOO for Fiscal Year 1960. 
“ There is not much we can do 
about how much mail we have to 
handle from day to day or how 
many people are making use of 
the Postal Service,’’ the Post­ 
m aster stated, “ but the whole 
Department keeps busy In de­ 
vising ways and means for doing 
the job not only m ore efficiently 
but more economically. 
As I 
recall it, that was the way P res­ 
ident Eisenhower outlined the 
principal objectives of the De­ 
partment when Postm aster Gen­ 
eral Arthur E. Summerfield was 
being sworn in back in 1953, 
and that’s the way we have been 
operating ever since. 
“ We can't deny that we still 
make mistakes and that the human 
element still plays a vitally im­ 
portant part in daily operations, 
but the statistics in the Depart­ 
ment’s annual report offer posi­ 
tive proof that we are making 
progress on a nation-wide basis. 
As an example, while the mail 
volume showed an increase of 
17 billion pieces handled an­ 
nually, the employment increase 
during this same period amount­ 
ed to only l l per cent. 
“ There is perhaps no better 
way of demonstrating the De­ 
partm ent’s ever-improving ef­ 
ficiency than by showing just 
how steadily the annual volume 
handled per man-year of em­ 
ployment — excluding city car­ 
rie rs — has been increasing 
since 1953. 
In that year the 
total handled by one man was 
132,000 pieces of mail. 
For 
1960 the corresponding figure 
was 157,000. 
“ It is, of course, true that all 
the additional service has made 
it necessary to take on many new 
employees and that our total 
increased from 506,520 in 1953 
to 
562,868 on June 30, 1960, 
but as pointed out in the original 
1960 report figures, the work­ 
load increase during this same 
period was nearly 25 per cent. 
“ In a recent speech on this 
subject by the Postm aster Gen­ 
eral, he brought out that by 
1970 our population is expected 
to be 208,000,000 and that our 
annual mail volume by then will 
be more than 90 billion pieces. 
The U. S. Bureau of Standards, 
an entirely separate organiza­ 
tion, estim ates that our mail 
volume will be doubled within 
the next 25 years, and it all fits 
into the same picture.” 
Included among items cited 
by the Postm aster as recent 
accomplishments by the Depart­ 
ment were the following: 
1. Established the first large- 
scale program of automatic mail 
handling 
by 
machinery on a 
nation-wide basis. 
2. Developed th e” airlift” pro­ 
gram which speeds up the de­ 
livery of approximately one letter 
out of every 17 on a “ Space avail­ 
able” basis. 
3. Continued with the develop­ 
ment of faster machines for letter 
sorting, parcel post sorting, and 
for mail culling, facing and can­ 
celling. 
4. 
Continued with plans for a 
new automatic postal sub-station 
which will v e n d stamps, en­ 
velopes, post cards and writing 
paper, and which will have money 
changers for both coins andbills. 


What Is Dull? 


I have just been watching Khru-, 
shchev on one of his m ilder flights 
of rhetoric from the rostrum of 
the United Nations. It was one of 
his attacks on DagHammarskjold 
and there were shots of him, too, 
shots of Prim e M inister Mac­ 
millan reacting What a show it’s 
been. Yet how many people have 
seen it? This particular bit was 
carried by three stations in New 
York, including CBS. But by how 
many others? 
Television is so totally ded­ 
icated to triviality that we are 
all expected to burst into sus­ 
tained applause whenever the sta­ 
tions or the networks perform 
anything in the public interest, 
which is what they were set up to 
perform in the first place. Here 
in New York Channel 13 is doing 
a great job bringing the United 
Nations debate to the public. Some 
of it is dull but only in the sense 
that television is supposed to be 
an endless parade of swooning 
over 
successions of singers, 
jokes, and revolver shots rather 
than importance. 


I don’t know how we managed 
to swallow this ball of wax to 
start out with. Is the true function 
of television to bring us the sight 
of a girl caressing her own skin 
and murmuring that she never 
really felt clean before? (There 
is more narcissism openly in­ 
dulged in on television in an 
evening than the ancient Greeks 
dreamed of in their philosophy.) 
Great debates is the sort of 
thing television ought to be doing 
instead of selling Kleenex. But 
we have been so thoroughly brain­ 
washed that we think that any 
sort of reasonably important ac­ 
tivity on television is an interrup­ 
tion of its real work rather than 
the other way around. It's as if 
the proper function of a road were 
the billboards along the way and 
the road was just a gadget de­ 
signed so you could look at them. 
The 
great 
debates between 
Nixon and Kennedy on television 
—whatever else you can say about 
them —are marvelous devices to 
unify the country into a single 
unit of talk and controversy. It 
has given great dignity to televi­ 
sion which seems to terribly in­ 
tent on divesting itself of its 
importance, 
as 
if important 
things were somehow automatic­ 
ally dreary. 
This directly contradicts the 
experience of all the other media. 
God knows the newspapers engage 
in triviality but we don’t put it 
on the front page. The book pub­ 
lishers publish the memoirs of 
Zsa Zsa Gabor but actually they 
make much more money out of 
those of Winston Churchill. And, 
anyway, 
I find the 
idea that 
Khrushchev 
is dull, whereas

interesting, 
quaint, 
terribly 
quaint.

other m atters, 
"Hooray for Love,” a one-hour 
special 
presented by 
General 
Electric the other night, I thought 
was a lot of fun. This presented 
Art Carney, who will be called 
Mr. Television if he isn’t careful; 
Tony Randall, a very skilled 
operative; Alice Ghostley; and 
Kenneth Nelson, all spoofing v ar­ 
ious aspects of love with glee and, 
above all, high style.

production of plays about the 
trade. 
“ Rain” and its heroine, Sadie 
Thompson, may have 
seemed 
VSI'y daring a generation ago, but 
no longer. There is nothing subtle 
or implied about sin any more. 
The favorite 
Broadway MISE 
EN SCENE is the house of ill 
fame, beginning with such edu­ 
cational exhibits as “ House of 
Flowers” and working up to “ The 
World of Susie Wong” . 
Both made me feel a bit queasy. 
But everyone told me it must be 
something I et, as both opuses 
were so gey* so sophisticated, 
and done with such charm and 
sympathy. 
Now, I am forced to 
admit that both these plays were 
m erely a beginner’s course. 
If any details of the operation 
of such houses and the conduct 
of their occupants have been 
skipped or lightly passed over in 
recent seasons, the first big 
critical hit of this season spells 
them out carefully and explicitly. 
And, again, if the new musical, 
“ Irma la Douce,” afflicts me 
with squeamishness, it doubtless 
is something I et. For, without 
exception, all the New York c ri­ 
tics have greeted it ecstatically. 
They have pulled out all the 
stops for this vehicle dealing with 
a prostitute, her clients, pimps, 
crooked police and crooked jus­ 
tice 
Nothing 
is 
left to the im ­ 
agination in “ Irma la Douce,” 
whihc has already had a long life 
in London and seems destined 
for 
sim ilar 
immortality 
on 
Broadway.

The views of “ Irma la Douce” 
must have puzzled at least one 
visitor to our shores, the Irish 
playwright, Brendan Behan. His 
play, *‘ ‘TheHostage,” also fresh 
from a London run and also set 
in a bawdy house, was damned 
with faint praise by the self-sam e 
critics who found “ Irm a” so 
enchanting. Behan’s contribution 
was dismissed as “ ribald” , “ Ra­ 
belaisian” and “ shocking” . 
Goodness knows, neither play 
is for the family trade. 
But 
of 
the two, “ lim a la Douce 
was a great deal more offen­ 
sive to this seasoned theatre buff. 
I found it a crude and blatant 
exercise in vulgarity from be­ 
ginning to end. 
The word for 
this imported musical is “ nasty” 
and all the bewitching talents of 
its English star, Elizabeth Seal, 
cannot save it from that label. 
At least the Behan play ex­ 
hibits a new creative talent and 
a wild vitality in the theatre, un­ 
disciplined though both gifts may 
be. 
It is not the child of de­ 
cadence as is *11rma la Douce, 
but of a rich and lively im a­ 
gination. 
Certainly, there are 
inexcusable erro rs of taste in 
both the writing and the direct­ 
ion of “ The Hostage,” but the 
Behan play has a validity that 
never touches the musical. The 
man who wrote it may be badly 
in need of having his typewriter 
washed out with soap, but he 
is gifted. 
There is great promise in 
“ The Hostage” of robust, lively 
work in the future. 
As it is 
Behan has written in this play 
a work that is half Gaelic-Sar-

MONTHLY BENEFIT RIGHTS 


This is the third in a series 
of eight articles by Howard H. 
Gift, D istrict 
Manager, Social 
Security Adm inistration, aboiit 
new changes in the Social Secur­ 
ity law. 
About 1200 previously 
ineligible people in W arren and 
Chautauqua Counties now may 
become entitled to Social Secur­ 
ity benefits. 
* * * 
A provision of the new social 
security amendments changes the 
rules for determining hew earn­ 
ings from work affect a person's 


right to receive monthly bene­ 
fits. 
However, 
the 
following 
rules rem ain unchanged: 
1. 
Anyone earning $1200 or 
less during a year w ill still be 
entitled to receive his full social 
security check for every month 
of the year. 
2. 
Anyone who has reached 
his 72nd birthday w ill still be 
able to receive his full social 
security check for every month 
no m atter how much he works 
and how much he earns. 
3. 
A person w ill not have any 


deduction from his social secur­ 
ity check for any month that his 
earnings 
as an employee are 
$100 or less or, if he is self­ 
employed, for any month that he 
does not do substantial work in 
his business. 
The change made by the recent 
amendments affects the social 
security beneficiary whose earn­ 
ings from employment or self- 
employment go over 
$1200 a 
year. 
Fo r earnings from $1200 
to $1500 he w ill give up $1.00 in 
social security benefits for each 
$2.00 of earnings. Fo r any earn­ 
ings over $1500 he w ill give up 
$1.00 of social security benefits 
for every $1.00 of earnings. Un­ 
der the old rule, which remains 
in effect until the end of 1960, a 


person is required to give up his 
entire monthly social security 
check for every $80 or part of 
$80 by which his earnings go 
over $1200. 
The change in the 
new law elim inates the possibili­ 
ty that a person may lose con­ 
siderably more in social security 
than he earns from his work — a 
possibility that existed under the 
old law. 
There are 11.1 m illion people 
of 65 years of age or over who 
a r e 
either 
receiving regular 
monthly benefits 
or would be 
receiving 
them 
if the fam ily 
breadwinner was 
not working. 
Of these, about 2 m illion w ill be 
affected by the change in the law 
on the payment of social security 
checks to people who are work­ 


ing. 1.4 m illion of them have not 
applied for payments because 
they are making over $2080 a 
year, the annual earnings figure 
that generally prevents a person 
from receiving any social secur­ 
ity checks under the old law. 
Anyone who may be eligible for 
social security benefits but who 
has not yet made a claim for 
them 
because 
he 
is working 
should call at the social security 
office to inquire about the effect 
of the new change on his rights.

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Your Forest Ranger

CHECKS AND BALANCES 


The deer that hangs head down 
from a pole suspended between 
two trees in front of a bow 
hunter’s tent on the Allegheny 
National Forest is as much a 
product of the soil as the pole 
and the trees that hold it aloft. 
Under multiple-use and sus­ 
tained yield management trees 
for timber, and wildlife for rec­ 
reation can be grown on the same 
pp noel of land. 
The tree de­ 
pends 
upon 
productive 
soil, 
water, mineral nutrients, carbon 
dioxide in the air, sunlight and 
growing space to survive. 
If 


any of these essential elements 
are missing the tree cannot pick 
itself up by the roots and move 
to an area where all of them are 
available. 
In turn, wildlife is dependent 
upon forest vegetation for its 
food and for shelter for its young. 
It is equally dependent upon it for 
a place to hide from its enemies. 
Although it has the gift of 
motion denied to trees it too 
may find itself inexorably bound 
to the soil from which it came. 
White-tailed 
deer 
may spend 
their entire life cycle within a 
relatively small area, and will 
often starve to death when food 


is .scarce rather than migrate 
to areas of abundance. 
This 
has 
led many 
well 
meaning 
sportsmen to clam or for a rti­ 
ficial feeding program s for deer 
when the herd has outstripped its 
natural food supply. 


When nature’s balance is up­ 
set, the entire community of 
plants and animals suffers. The 
m u l t i p l e - u s e principle of 
management provides the checks 
and balances that protect the 
w ater user, the lumberman, the 
sportsman, and other recreation- 
ists. 


Under this system of manage­ 
ment there are benefits for all. 
The lumberman is assured of 
future crops of tim ber from for­ 
ests 
that are protected from 
over-browsing of young trees by 
wildlife. 
The water user can 
depend upon silt-free reservoirs 


to supply him with power and 
municipal water 
s en timber is 


harvested with due respect for 
watershed values. 
The recrea­ 
tionist will have clear stream s to 
fish in, wild game to hunt that 
is in good flesh, and quiet places 
filled with scenic grandeur ded­ 
icated to wilderness living.
